Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-15, 18-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a method or apparatus for carrying out such method 
for restoring audio information within an analog, optically recorded soundtrack of a film 
comprising the steps of optically scanning successive lines of the soundtrack to yield a 
digital soundtrack and applying one of more of the specifically claimed statistical 
processes to the stored digital signal to restore at least one characteristics of the audio 
information.
